The Empire is 
played out. The Napoleonic dynasty, ot 
which France will one day be far more 
proud than new, crumbled into dust at 
Sedan. The Emperor, crownless, and 
scepteriéss, and hopeless, and, perbaps, 
almost lifeless, pines amid the smoke of 
Liege, the Regency has disappeared trom 
the Tuileries; and Gen. Trochu governs 
France as the President of a Repubiic. 

— But no. Paris govern France, and 
just now the mob governs Paris. The tran- 
tic populace invade the Tuileries and tear 
down and trample in the dust every- 
thing that reminds them of the Box- 
-PaRTES. The marble busts of Nare aon 
the first and of NArotnom the last they | 
seize and throw into the Seine. This, in typ 
spirit, is the same mob with which the 
young Naro.zon had to deal three-quar- 
ters of a century ago. If General Tro- 
on should subdue it and control it he will 
have accomplished not the least difficult 
task that now lies before him.

The useful and the practical at once re- 
ceive that attention and consideration 
which are due them. The shoddyite, the 
gold and stock gambler, the speculator 
upon the misfortunes oi his country or his 
neighbor, may be tolerated, but it matters 
little to the world now or hereafter 
whether he is dead or alive. The live, 
active, energetic men of the times, rich or 
poor, believe im labor. If barriers hedge 
it in, they are for striking them down, It 
the area of labor is circumscribed, they 
are for widening and broadening it. If 
labor is depressed, they are for lightening 
the burdens. They are for leveling up. 
and to be opposed to these propositions, is 
to ceace being an American. It 1s blindly 
imitating the brute on the railway track, 
and attempting to arrest the car of prog- 
ress as it comes thundering along, freight. 
ed with hopes and aspirations fer still 
greater moral, intellectual and material 
achievements for all classes of society.

A TOBACCO DECISION 

In reply to the inquiry of the Collector at 
Covington, Kentucky, whether the name of 
the purehaser of tobacco can be substituted 
in the label or caution for that ot the manu- 
facturer, the Internal Revenue Department 
decides that it cannot. Where a person 
claiming to be a proprietor has a legal title 
to a particular brand of tobacco, his claim can 
be allowed, but of that the coliector must be 
the judge. 

A tobacco manufacturer at Louisville, who 
recently shipped ninety packages by rail, 
which in traesit were exposed to the rains and 
the stamps destroyed or defaced, has made 
application for new stamps and been refused, 
the Revenne Bureau ruling that the Govern- 
ment cannot replace lost or defaced stamps, 
and if it were proven that the tobacco had 
been properly stamped, and, as in this case, 
the absence of the stamps was the result of 
rallroad accident and exposure to the weather, 
it would be for the courts to decide whether 
the teboce could to remain on the transit, 
The absence of the stamps under the rui 
of the bureau, however, is sufficient cause for 
its seizure.
